Georgia has scareely more
lines of read than Nebraska, and
needs raliroad extension as much ss
our own state. This has not pre-
vented her authorities from insisting
that & charge of thyso cents a mile is
euvugh snd from directing the rail-
roads to chargeno more. The logis-
lature of Nebraska should oot be de-
oeived by the late reductiou in passen-
ger ratee on the lines of the Union
Paclfic snd Burlington and Missouri
roads. When the ITowa lines
direotly across the river find
remunerative raimrrs from a rate of
three cents, and roads further cast
ranning through no more populom
sections thaa cur own in Nebraska
and ocharging less than hali the
freigit tariff pay good dividends on a
passenger tarifl of 24 cents par mile,
there is no reason why Nebrasks
lines should not be compelled ta reduce
thelr rater to atleast the sam charged
by the Georgia roads. Experience
has proved that each reduction in
tariff is fullowed by ivereasing traffie,
and that low rates are no less to the
interest of the corporaticns than to
that ui people.
